A REGISTERED professional nurse in good stand- 
ing and active in your profession, you already 
may he eligible for appointment in the Navy Nurse 
Corps. Student nurses may apply for appointment as 
early as six months before graduation. There is equal 
opportunity for all in the Navy Nurse Corps, regard- 
less of race, creed, or national origin. The grade in 
which you are appointed will depend upon your edu- 
cation and nursing experience. 
(^jOEKvmG as a Navy Nurse you would have a vital 
^ role in the care of Navy personnel and their fami- 
lies in naval hospitals and dispensaries throughout the 
50 states, in foreign lands, or perhaps aboard a naval 
transport sailing the world's oceans. 




(ji you WILL HAVE many opportunities for professional 
^ development. Naval hospitals have in-service edu- 
cation programs, and there is opportunity to take college 
courses which can be applied to degree requirements. 
Nurses commissioned in the Regular Navy may qualify 
for full-time study at Navy expense and with full pay 
and allowances in a selected college or university. 

(j^ /OUR DUTIES may he in the field of general nursing 
or operating-room management, anesthesiology, re- 
search, nuclear nursing, teaching, or administration . . . 
in clinical areas such as medical, surgical, or pediatric 
nursing.

with Hospital Corpsmen and Hospital Corps Waves 
who are trained to give competent care. You will be 
proud to call yourself a member of this gifted team. 

NCiDENTALLY, if you havc friends now engaged 
in their nursing education, tell them about the 
Navy Nurse Corps Candidate Program. As a junior 
or senior in an accredited collegiate school of nursing, 
they may be eligible to enroll as a Navy Nurse Corps 
Candidate and complete their education at Navy ex- 
pense. Six months before graduation. Candidates are 
commissioned Ensign in the U. S. Naval Reserve and 
complete their studies with the pay and allowances 
of that grade. They have the opportunity to qualify for 
a Regular Navy commission during their active duty.

Navy Nurse Corps 
Candidate Program 

(^HE QUALIFICATIONS for the Navy Nurse Corps Candidate Program are: 
■k Male or female junior or senior collegiate student enrolled in an 

accredited school of nursing, 
■k Be a citizen of the United States, of good character, 
■k Physically qualified according to Navy standards, 
•k Must agree to serve 3 years of active duty if enrolled in the program 

as juniors, or 2 years if enrolled as seniors, 
k If a female applicant, be unmarried without dependents at time of 

application. 

k If a male applicant, there are no marital or dependency restrictions. 

jJ^ppLiCANTS SELECTED for this program while still attending a university 
receive tuition and all educational expenses, with the salary of the third en- 
listed pay grade (E-3) until 6 months prior to completion of degree require- 
ments, whereupon they are commissioned as ensigns in the U. S. Naval Reserve 
and receive the pay and allowances of that grade.

qualifications for 
Direct Appointment 

^ HE QUALIFICATIONS /or direct appointment in the Navy 
Nurse Corps are: 

* A male or female citizen of the United States. 

■k At least 20 and not over 34 years when appointed. 

* Physically qualified according to Navy standards. 

* Be of good character. 

* If a female applicant, may be married or unmarried, 
but without dependents under 18 years. 

If a male applicant, there are no marital or dependency 
restrictions. 

* A graduate of a 3-year academic approved school of 
nursing. 

A registered professional nurse in good standing, and 
actively employed in nursing.
